mon school fund to be distributed 
during the present school year, it 
was announced by Superinten¬ 
dent of Public Instruction Wen¬ 
dell P. Butler. 

The sum represents $38.11 for 
each person between six and 18 
years old living in the district. 
The per capita figure is slightly 
lower this year due to an overall 
increase in the state school census 
from 682,330 to 687,731, while
